McLAUGHLIN FOUR 
MAKES RECORD RUN 
MAKES TRIP To c CALGARY, AND 


RETURN TO EDMONTON IN 
9 HOURS, 26 MINUTES 


The automobile that passed through 
Wetaskiwin twice last Sunday at a 
terrific rate of speed was piloted by 
J. Paul Welch, of Edmonton, and car- 
ried Steve Playford as a passenger. 
The car, which was a McLaughlin 
Master Four, stock model, left Edmon- 
ton at 7 am,, for Calgary, and return- 
ed at. 4.26.55, making the journey of 
415% miles in 9 hours, 26 minutes and 
55 seconds, including all stops: It is 
a record for the whole of Canada, and 
nearly the equal of a run made _ be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
in 1920 by a Hudson Super Six, the 
latter's time being 9 hours, 10 minutes 
for 432 miles, the entire distance be- 
ing over pavement, 


Sunday’s race against time was offi- 
cial, having been checked at both ends 
of the course by civic officials. From 
Edmonton to Calgary- the journey 
was made in 4 hours and 32 minutes 
flat. Only one stop was made along 
the road, one minute at Red Deer for 
gas and oil. From Calgary back to 
Edmonton the time was 4 hours, 51 
minutes and 55 seconds, the delay be- 
ing caused by Welch: getting on the 
wrong trail oul of Calgary and having 
to retrace five miles, and through a 
puncture caused by picking up a spike 
between: Innisfail and Red Deer. A 
second: ‘plop 'Wag'made at Red ‘Dear for 
fuel, ~ 

Welch declares he played safe all 
the way during his remarkable jour- 
ney as the roads were frozen and 
rough, but George Carnes, sales mana- 
ger for the McLaughlin Motor Car Co. 
who saw the car go through Wetaski- 
win at sixty miles an hour, declares 
that at two bad crossings the: car 
was. five feet off the ground after 
the bump and hurtling through the air 


| for a distance of from 30 to 50 feet. 


Only at one time, barring stops, 
did the car slow down to 15 miles, 
(hat at a particularly dangerous turn. 
The next slowest running time was 
35 miles, and the highest recorded was 
G8, that time being made between La- 
combe and Red Deer, the distance of 
“| nineteen miles. being made in_ nine- 
jteen minutes both going and coming. 

Corners were taken in military 
‘fashion, that is, Welch slowed to 35 
jiles at the approach to the turn, 
‘then swung his front wheels, and 
jloeked the rear ones, making a square 
j urn, It is a stunt he does not ad- 
jvise for a person who has not had 
|years of practice.

sary of the cessation of the fighting 
in France. We all remember the out- 
burst of thankfulness when the news 
—flashed to ell cotners of the world, 
was received, that the most terrible 
and bloody war in the history of the 
world, had terminated. Of those dark 
Yays, when the German hordes were 
trying to force a passage to the chan- 
nel, only the*men who took ! part 
really know. No descriptive narra- 
tives or writings by pen however 
powerfully wielded can describe the 
terrible holocaust that happened, 
Those men, withstanding these vio- 
lent attacks again‘and again, although 
maimed in bodysshort of ammunition, 
with very little artillery support on 
account of the shortage of guns and 
shells, were not: broken in spirit.

ORGANIZED FOR DRIVE 


More than Ac fant hundred towns and 
villages have already heen coniplete- 
ly organized for the membership and 
ftnance campaign of the Red Cross to 
be held from November 5 to 11, 
Headquarters of the provincial branch 
| announce that they will have organ- 
ized between four and five hundred 
districts by the date for the opening 
of the drive. 

Therevare in Alberta 115 local or- 
ganizations of the Red Cross, and 88 
active Red Cross committees. These 
branches will handle the campaign in 
the districts where they are situated. 
In other districts at least 200 other 
committees will be organized to take 
charge of the campaign, and many, 
in fact, have already formed commit- 
tees. This vast organization is being 
brought into being by the co-opera- 
tion. of the people in the local. cen- 
trds and the efficient work of _a 
trained staff at head office of the 
society in the province. 

Requests for information - and litera- 
ture > are constantly being received 
from all oven the. province. In the 
smaller centres which are not located 
on railways there ig.a particular de- 
mand for information wifh regard to 
the campaign orgunization. It is in 
these districts especially that the Red 
Cross has done a great and neceysary 
work during the last few years. 

Officials are pleased with the en- 
thusiasm that is meeting their efforts. 
Reports are being received daily trom 
towns and districts in all perts — of 
the province in which it is stated 
‘that steps toward organization are be- 
ing taken and a general air of optim- 
ism seems to prevail all over Alberta 
as to the success of the campaign.

Church union, on the basis proposed

desire that the next general assembly 
of the church would adhere to the pol- 
icy of as early consummation as pos- 
sible. A resolution to this effect pass- 
ed the synod on a standing vote of 38 
for and 23 against. 

The synod meetings came to a close 
Thursday evening, and many of the 
out-of-town delegates took the late 
trains home. The place of meeting 
for next year was fixed for Calgary.

the church to carry out its agreement 
and that faith must be kept with the 
other churches, that the draft legisla- 
tion was eminently fair and just to all 
interests, both pecuniary and moral, 
and that the fact of a remnant of the 
Presbyterian chureh still carrying on 
as such, if that came to pass, would 
not mean any serious harm or disad- 
yantage to the religious 
life of Canada.—Journal,

WILLIAM M. M. TOUCHE 
Who. started his piano studies in 


music at the age of 6. His mother 
wes the first teacher, she being a 
yery accomplished pianist. At 11 
years he commenced the violin at 
Glasgow, Scotland, under Carl Volt, 
and shortly’ afterwards the family 
removed to Chicago, Ilinois, where he 
continued his studies for some fifteen 
years under such men as Felix Borow- 
ski, Hugo Kortschak, a pupil of Oto- 
kar Seveik, the world renowned vio- 
lin teacher; Kortschak is today one 
of the leading violinists in New Yori 
City; Meurice Devries, who was in 
former. years a grand opera star, but 
who on account of his years was giving 
the remainder of his time to teaching 
yoice, Mr. Touche broadened himself 
through the study of the voice and the 
piano, and since being wounded in the 
war, the cornet specialized in violin 
and made this his solo instrument. 

On account of wounds received in 
the late war, he is not now able to 
play as he ‘used to, but frequently 
plays still in public, only a few days 
ago attempting the Schubert-Wilhelme 
“Ave Maria” with its octaves and 
other double’ stopping, with hig  re- 
maining three digits on his left hand, 
While in London at the close of the 
war, he played befcre some musical 
people, and many were surprised af- 
terwards when they learned that he 
had been playing with only three fin- 
gers. 

Mr. ‘Touche has had a good many 
years of experience in teaching and 
the results can perhaps best be seen 
in his pupils;in the town in which 
he has resided since his return from 
the war. He has been preparing his 
pupils for the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music, and ‘hag not had one failure 
since he commenced to teach in—La- 
combe three yeurs ago.

She was not surprised that some of 
them made moonshine as they have 
not perhaps had the benefit of stead- 
ily, increasing temperance sentiment 
enjoyed by us, and so obtained under 
the home governments, perhaps years 
ago. Probably it was an eyeopener to 
someone in the audience who — talks 
“More drunkeness \and crime under 
prohibition.”
